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POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
If President Lyndon B. Johnson wants to reduce 
substantially foreign travel by Americans outside 
the western hemisphere he had better put teeth 
in his appeals for voluntary compliance. 
Americans are apt to respond to the new appeal 
with a retort that they have heard that before. 
They have indeed and among the Americans, who 
traveled abroad were members of the P resi­ 
dent’s own family. 
Only a trickle of Americans will give up plans 
for travel abroad as the result of a voluntary 
appeal. 
The earlier appeal did nothing more. 
If the President wishes to cut down appreci­ 
ably the flow of dollars abroad by traveling 
Am ericans, he should ask Congress to reduce 
or eliminate foreign goods they can bring home 
duty free and put a heavy tax on the trips. 
Such m easures will reduce foreign travel. 
A majority of Americans want to be patriotic 
and serve their country but most of them know 
that the biggest offender in spending abroad is 
the United States government. Until the govern­ 
ment shows more of a disposition to help itself, 
the President cannot effectively appeal for vol­ 
untary help from his fellow countrymen. 
Americans may be expected to show the same 
resistance to the appeal to abandon foreign travel 
which Congressman Wilbur Mills of Arkansas, 
chairman of the house ways and means commit­ 
tee, has taken to the President’s tax increase 
request. 
In effect both the American people and Mills 
will demand evidence of good faith. Mills insists 
that the President first show good faith by cutting 
federal expenditures substantially. 
As things stand President Johnson is giving weak 
leadership and providing a poor example to assure 
success for either of these proposals.

It was he who insisted that it was 
possible for a great and powerful country to have 
both guns and butter. 
Many members of Congress, including some of 
those once regarded as liberal, did not agree 
with him. 
President Johnson didn’t change his tune much 
but his actions refute his argument. 
He finished the year appealing for an increase in 
the federal income tax to prevent the nation’s 
economy from being overheated. 
He sought to 
counter any effort to devalue the dollar by urging 
Americans to travel only in the western hemi­ 
sphere and by taking other measures to restrain 
the flow of gold from those shores and improve 
this country’s balance of payments in international 
trade. 
He did not agree to reduce federal spending suf­ 
ficiently to persuade congress to accept his tax 
increase proposal. 
As this country enters 1968, despite President 
Johnson’s assurances, the rosy glow from a con­ 
tinuing boom and the expansive pronouncements of 
a presidential election year, just about every 
American knows that there is a limit to federal 
government spending. 
They haven’t been confronted by any evidence 
of this in any other year since the Great Depres­ 
sion of the thirties. 
Guns and better may be possible for awhile 
longer but not without tight money, higher inter­ 
est rates and other painful side effects. 
While the need for caution and restraint may 
not be pleasant it is just as well that the Ameri­ 
can people, who rule in this country, make their 
decisions in 1968 on the basis of reality instead 
of fantasy.

Footloose Americans are being told by their 
government that it is a patriotic duty to spend 
their tourist dollars on this side of the Atlantic 
for a couple of years. 
Better still, they should 
invite Cousin Karl or Aunt Suzette from abroad. 
But Americans, while experienced global trav­ 
elers, are unfamiliar with the role of interna­ 
tional hosts. 
President Johnson has called on his newly ap­ 
pointed (Nov. 16) Industry-Government Special 
Travel Task Force to tell him within 90 days 
how best to lure foreigners here and accommodate 
them. The 19-member task force, headed by Rob­ 
ert M. McKinney of Santa Fe, N. M., will receive 
the red carpet treatment at its first meeting, 
Thursday, Jan. 11, in Washington.

Secretary Henry H. Fowler and Commerce Sec­ 
retary Alexander B. Trowbridge will attend. 
The United States Travel Service has been at 
work since 1961 touting America around the 
world as a vacation land, and claims modest suc­ 
cess. Some 1,163,000 visitors came to the United 
States in 1966, a gain of 11.8 per cent over the 
previous year. 
(Iq contrast almost 3 million 
Americans went abroad in 1966.) But the Travel 
Service found that an American holiday is pro­ 
hibitively expensive for most Europeans. And a 
survey conducted in France concluded “the U.S.A. 
is viewed less in terms of a vacation land than as 
a civilization to be observed and studied.” 
Washington officials are uncertain whether the 
task force will also help draft legislation aimed at 
reducing American travel overseas. Without re­ 
vealing details, President Johnson told a New 
Year’s Day news conference in Texas that such 
legislation was in mind. 
There is speculation 
that Congress will be asked to tax each tourist 
leaving the country by $100 or so. The adminis­ 
tration advanced that idea in 1965 but withdrew 
it under fire. Instead it lowered the sum of duty­ 
free goods that could be brought back home. Pres­ 
ident Johnson’s declared aim, by cajolery or legis­ 
lation, is to lower America’s $2 billion net travel 
loss last year by $500 million in 1968.

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States Fail to Cope with 
Ailing 'Medicaid' Program

Leaders in the 50 states often moan that they cannot do a 
better job of fulfilling state government responsibilities be­ 
cause the federal government soaks up the key money 
sources. But only a handful of states make that argument 
sound convincing. When Medicare was established under 
Social Security, Congress deliberately left to the states the 
problem of caring for the "medically indigent”—those aged 
folk who could not qualify for Medicare because they lacked 
the work qualifications under Social Security. 
In pre-Medicare days, this was known as the Kerr-Mills 
program and it involved substantial state contributions. To­ 
day it is called “Medicaid," except in a few places like Cali- 
tornia. 
But after all this time only 31 of the 50 states have au­ 
thorizing Medicaid legislation on their books, and several 
of these have hardly gone beyond that. 
The care provided for under Medicaid, where it is in fact 
*01 ,Usmg ?r^gs 
given, varies so widely in basic quality that Congress in late 
1967 adopted Social Security amendments which, by Jan. 1. 
1970. will begin applying certain minimum standards. 
They simply will demand that every state which attempts 
to carry out such a program must offer the “medically in­ 
digent" some hospital benefits, some nursing-home care, 
some X-ray and other laboratory services, and some cover­ 
age of doctor bills. 
State laws presently on the books are an incredible hodge­ 
podge. and they are likely to be in considerable confusion in 
the next two years. Some states have dragged their feet so 
long that they seem to be offering Washington an open in­ 
vitation to move into yet another field of activity. 
In the operation of the Social Security system itself, there 
has been other opportunity to watch the states perform. And, 
again, many have not distinguished themselves. 
Because Social Security in its beginning years inevitably 
affected so many elderly people who could not get reasonable 
full benefits at retirement (they had a limited earnings and 
work record until Social Security), large numbers got further 
help from "old age assistance.” (This is welfare-type aid with 
major support from state contributions.) 
As Social Security has matured and improved its benefit 
levels and other features, however, the states have been in 
no rush to act in related fields (like Medicaid) where respon-

Viet Casualties Inflated 40Per Cent

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—An administrative error has in­ 
flated the report of U.S. casualties in Vietnam to 100,000. 
Actually, when judged by the standards of World War II and 
Korea the figure should be 40 per cent less. 
Thus the actual figure for Vietnam killed and wounded is 
closer to 60,000. Of these, about 13,000 are dead. 
The error, according to a high ranking information officer, 
resulted fwm a decision four years ago—when U.S. partici­ 
pation in Vietnam was light—to count anyone receiving the 
Order of the Purple Heart as wounded. 
The services award the Purple Heart for virtually any 
wound, no matter how superficial. Secretary of Defense Mc­ 
Namara has alreadv revealed that more than half the 80,000 
reported wounded did not require hospitalization. 
In many cases, it is now revealed, the medal was given to 
soldiers who received minor flesh wounds, were bandaged by 
a corpsman at the front and never left their units. Thus a 
man who received three scratches and three medals auto­ 
matically rang up three more casualties in the accounting 
svstem the services were stuck with. 
The situation came to light when The World Almanac and 
Book of Facts fought accurate casualty figures for Its 1968 
centennial edition. 
A senior officer now reveals that perhaps half of the 40,000 
reported “wounded” were at all times carried on unit rolls 
as “present, fit for duty.” 
“A man carried ‘present and fit for duty’ and for whom 
rations are being drawn on a daily basis cannot be consid­ 
ered a casualty in any sense of the word, even though the 
serviceman might have been awarded a Purple Heart 15 
minutes earliertor a scratch treated by a company aid man, 
the officer said.

WASHINGTON—< NEA)—An administrative error has in- 
llated the report of U.S. casualties in Vietnam to 100.000. 
Actually, when judged by the standards of World War II and 
Korea the figure should be 40 per cent less. 
Thus the actual figure for Vietnam killed and wounded is 
closer to 60.000 Of these, about 13.000 are dead. 
The error, according to a high ranking information officer, 
resulted from a decision four years ago—when U.S. partici­ 
pation in Vietnam was light—to count anyone receiving the 
Order of the Purple Heart as wounded. 
The services award the Purple Heart for virtually any 
wound, no matter how superficial. Secretary of Defense Mc­ 
Namara has already revealed that more than half the 80.000 
reported wounded did not require hospitalization. 
In many cases, it is now revealed, the medal was given to 
soldiers who received minor flesh wounds, were bandaged by 
a corpsman at the front and never left their units. Thus a 
man who received three scratches and three medals auto­ 
matically rang up three more casualties in the accounting 
system the services were stuck with.

It was not issued in World War I, but was revived by an 
act of Congress after that war and issued retroactively to 
all men wounded in the 1917-18 conflict. 
Since then it has been awarded for wounds or injury re­ 
ceived as a result of enemy action requiring medical atten­ 
tion. In World War 11 and Korea this usually meant evacua­ 
tion from the m an’s unit at least to the division clearing com­ 
pany or field hospital. 
“Because of the nature of the war in Vietnam, we do not 


have clear-cut lines of medical evacuation,” the officer said. 
“Hence, the Purple Heart has been awarded at lower eche­ 
lons than previously.” 
Luman Long, editor of The World Almanac, has offered the 
Department of Defense a solution to its dilemma. 
Long proposes that the Defense Department, in issuing 
casualty reports, classify casualties with an additional cate­ 
gory. Presently, men are listed only as killed, wounded or 
missing. Long suggests only killed, wounded requiring evacu­ 
ation from their units and missing be classed as casualties. 
The additional category Long suggests is that of “superficial 
wounded, combat effectiveness not impaired.” The men of the 
latter category could still be awarded Purple Hearts “for 
military m erit” but they would not be carried as casualties, 
thus inflating the figure of our Vietnam war losses.

Un­ 
fortunately, many peo|4ehave be­ 
lieved this. It is not true. 
No 
Communist symtiol appears on 
any American coin. 
Anyone 
doubting the valikity of this state­ 
ment may write tlie federal bu­ 
reau of 
investigation or 
the 
treasury department for further 
proof. 
The device, or 
insignia, 
on 
the Kennedy coin, is a stylized 
presentation of GR which indi­ 
cated that the portrait 
w asde- 
signed by Gilroy Roiierts, aneh- 
graver at the V S . mint, wttiere 
the coin originated. 
Since 
ancient tim es the cus­ 
tom lias prevailed for the sculp­ 
tor to identify his works. 
Ro­ 
berts chose to use the stylized 
rather than the lilock form 
of 
lettering. 
Whenev er a new design is is­ 
sued the rumors fly. 
At such a 
time more tha n at a ny other, the 
public giv es close 
scrutiny to 
it* money a nd a ll unexpla ined 
symiiuls a nd dev ices a re ques­ 
tioned. As an exa mple, when the 
dime honoring 
Fra nklin 
D. 
Roosev elt 
wa s issued in 1944, 
the mint wa s swa mped with let­ 
ters from those, who ha d hea rd 
tha t the Initia ls J S on the coin 
were those of J oseph Sta lin, then 
Premier of Russia , a nd tha t some 
subv ersiv e 
force ha d entered the 
mint end secretly pla ced them 
on the coin- As time a nd history 


proved, there was no truth in the 
rum or. Hie initials were those of 
the Mint engraver, John Sinnock. 
Another rumor prevails today 
and , tfyt is: 
"all Kennedy half 
dollars are lieing recalled by tiie 
treasury for some m ysteri­ 
ous reason.” 
The truth Ls that 
they are not being 
recalled as 
tir as this w riter can learn. The 
treasury department has quietly 
taken a number 4J. v» il*<u /,oips,,( 
out of circulation but only to use 
as a reserve in case of increased 
demand for the coins. 
The Kennedy halfdollar will re­ 
main in circulation for 23 years 
un*ler the law. No change in any 
part of the design is 
contem­ 
plated.

"Why are. these coins so seem ­ 
ingly scarce?”

WARMING TREATMENT

Frostbite 
is

health hazard 
in many parts of 
the UJ5., the American Medical 
Association warned recently, not­ 
ing tliat prompt treatm ent is es­ 
sential to avoid serious< la mage. 
In true frostbite, crystals 
of 
ice form l» etween the cells,freez­ 
ing the tissue. A part of the tiody 
can l*ecome frostbitten even when 
the tem perature isn’t startlingly 
low. "Wind is 
im portant,” ob­ 
serves tlie AMA, "and the chill­ 
ing effect of air 
at 2 0 degrees 
inoviqg at 43 
m iles an hour is 
the sam e as 40>beluw-zero 
air 
on a still day.” 
One of the dangers of frostbite 
is that the victim often doesn’t 
feel it. Someone else 
usually 
notices that 
an ear or nose ls 
turning white and that it seem s 
to have no feeling in it. 
To trea t the condition, wa rm 
the a ffected pa rt a s ra pidly a s 
possible. A 
hot ba th is a good 
idea , a s 
a re hot 
compresses 
a pplied gently. If no fire or hot 
wa ter 
a re a v a ila ble pla ce the 
person in a sleeping ba g or cov er 
wlUj. coa ts a nd bla nkets. 
Feed 
plenty~Gf‘hot liquids. Don't rub 
or ma ssa ge. Forget rubbing with 
mow - it 
doesn't help. Ra pid 
tha wing is the best 
trea tment. 
See a doctor a s soon a s possi­ 
ble so be ca n a scerta in the depth 
of the injury a nd trea t It.

WARMING TREATMENT 
RELIEVES FROSTBITE 
Frostbite 
is 
an 
Important 
health hazard 
in many parts of 
the UJS., the American Medical 
Association warned recently, not­ 
ing that prompt treatm ent is es­ 
sential to avoid serious damage. 
In true frostbite, crystals 
of 
ice form l**tween the c e l l s , freez­ 
ing the tissue. A part of the laxly 
can lx*come frostbitten even when 
the tem perature isn’t startlingly 
l<»w. “ Wind is 
im portant," ob­ 
serves the AMA, “ and the chill, 
ing ej^ect of air 
at 20 degrees 
moviqg at 45 
m iles an hour is 
the same as 4f)*below-zero 
air 
on a still day.” 
One of the dangers of frostbite 
is that the victim often doesn’t 
feel it. Someone else 
usually 
notices that 
an ear or nose is 
turning white and that it seem s 
to have no feeling in it. 
To treat the condition, warm 
the affected part as rapidly as 
possible. A 
hot bath is a good 
idea, as 
are hot 
com presses 
applied gently. If no Are or hot 
water 
are available {dace the 
person in a sleeping bag or cover 
with '’o-ts and blankets. 
Feed 
plenty^jf~hot liquids. Don't rub 
or m assage. Forget rubbing with 
snow — it 
doesn't help. Rapid 
thawing is the best 
treatm ent. 
See a doctor as soon as possi­ 
ble so he can ascertain the depth 
of the injury and treat it.

A Puff 
Of Smoke

hi the Christian Science Monitor 
Lisbon Falls, Maine 
Candlemas is long gone, but I 
know where there's a woodchuck. 
You see, the varying winds that 
bring cold days to Maine give us 
a variety. Off Nova Scotia we get 
a damp kind of cold that 
goes 
through your clothes and you, and 
makes outdoor workunpleasant. 
If you look at the thermometer it 
isn't really that cold. But if we've 
had a sharp wind dowr. from Hud­ 
son's 
Bay that 
phased out at 
sunset, and the night has been 
clear with the stars ail crinkly, 
the next morning will see the sun 
peep up bright and bold to be­ 
hold the thermometer shyly es­ 
timating 
affairs down around 
25-below. The kind of cold that 
comes with this weather is bear­ 
able, and I love to take my lunch 
to the woodlot and spend the day. 
So it was one of these crisp 
mornings, and before I pulled on 
my tall boots I stood by the sink 
and looked off through the kitch­ 
en window. 
Against the dark siding-shing­ 
les of my duckhouse I saw a puff 
of smoke. The 
sun caught it to 
give It a pinkish cast, and be­ 
lieving something was afire I 
ran out in the thin flaps of some 
worn-out moccasins that I use 
for house slippers, and I had a 
good chance to get the feel of the 
occasion. I could see that the es­ 
timated 
25 • below was near 
enough for all practical purposes. 
But it wasn't smoke at all. 
Midway between the duckhcuse 
and the beehive stand was a hole 
up through the drifted snow, and a 
vapor was rising from it. Had it 
been against the fields I wouldn't 
have seen it, but the dark back­ 
ground of the duckhouse made it 
visible. Down there, snug, an 
old woodchuck was snoozing away 
the sour-pickie season and knew 
not cark nor care. At Candlemas 
he was supposed to come up and 
meteorologize, but 
this 
lazy 
thing hadn't 
stirred. You can 
fool some of the woodchucks 
some of the time, etc., but no 
Maine woodchuck yet has ever 
done 
anything but 
sleep 
in 
February. 
When warm rains 
come and there is green around 
the edges, that's time enough. 
I grinned to myself and took a 
sniff. I couldn't quite hear the 
sluggard snoring, but I could 
smell the warm halr-wool flavor 
of the den -so rt of like a hot 
school house cloakroom on a wet 
day. 
I got my feet thawed in an hour 
or so, and after breakfast I wait 
to the woods and put up about 
three -quarters of a cord. And 
now I look out each morningto see 
if there is any vapor, and I can 
tell just what kind of a day it is. 
On Nova Scotia mornings, when 
there Is humidity, there is no sign 
of my woodchuck. But if the wind 
is northerly his little puffs come 


up against the duckhouse. Maybe 
the government weather bureaus 
would do better by us if they got 
chucks, instead of more instru­ 
ments. 
But that morning when I grinned 
and looked down the hole in the 
snow, my thoughts went back to 
the pea festival of last summer. 
This is a family picnic that be­ 
gan in Grandfather's time, and I 
perpetuate it for the same rea­ 
son he began it. He hated to pick 
and shell green peas, but heloved 
to eat them, so he'd gather all 
his descendants on pretext of a 
reunion and he'd sit in regal 
splendor and let everybody pre­ 
pare him some peas. He could eat 


about a peck, shelled out. That's 
about my speed, too, so I plant 
a patch of peas each spring and 
when they pod out I summon 
the clan. I was sitting in regal 
splendor last summer, waiting 
for the supreme moment, sur­ 
rounded by pea-picking relatives, 
and I heard the pop of a rifle 
over towards the duckhouse. 
About 15 picnickers stood in a 
semi-circle, and one of them had 
my ancient .22 rifle which he had 
just fired at something in the 
weeds. 
It would be my woodchuck.I'm 
not above potting a 'chuck if he 
invades the gardens, because then 
he's a varmint, and I also level 


at raccoons if I catch them in the 
sweet corn. But mostly the old 
weapon Is 
for rats around the 
buildings 
and weasels in the 
chicken pen, and nobody knows 
how to shoot it except me, any­ 
way. 
Well, I dropped it on a 
concrete floor one time and the 
front sight got knocked askew. 
If I 
take aim and then swing 
it a mite to the right it is ac­ 
curate enough. And I had never 
drawn down on my dooryard 
voodchuck. I'd see him around, 
and he'd whistle and scoot if 
he saw me, and we had become 
almost speaking friends. By pea 
festival time he was fat, and with 
any kind of reliable weapon in the 


hands of any kind of a marks­ 
man he would, on the moment, 
have certainly perished. Thanks 
to my crooked sight, about which 
I hand't told anybody, he now 
waddled off into the bushes -and 
as we now know is asleep in 
his burrow. 
But on that occasion I wan­ 
dered over and took the rifle. 
“ Can't understand It- I had It 
right on him," he 
said. “ You 
can't 
be 
much of a shot," 
I said. “Let 
me 
see." I set 
a tomato can on a stick, backed 
off a good woodchuck distance, 
and by swinging just a mite to 
the right I sent the tomato can 
flying. “Seems all right to me," 


I said. “Let 
me try it again.' 
They all tried it, and nobody 
could hit the can except 
me. 
I 
shoved a wad through the 
barrel, (died the bolt, and put 
the gun back in the rack, which 
explains the vapor by the duck­ 
house.

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produce about $20 million a 
year. 
His decision to seek major liw 
creases in the Income and busi­ 
ness taxes had been known for 
several days.

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POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
If President Lyndon B. Johnson wants to reduce 
substantially foreign travel by Americans outside 
the western hemisphere he had better put teeth 
in his appeals for voluntary compliance. 
Americans are apt to respond to the new appeal 
with a retort that they have heard that before. 
They have indeed and among the Americans, who 
traveled abroad were members of the Presi­ 
dent's own family. 
Only a trickle of Americans will give ap plans 
for travel abroad as the result of a voluntary 
appeal. 
The earlier appeal did nothing more. 
If the President wishes to cut down appreci­ 
ably the flow of dollars abroad by traveling 
Americans, he should ask Congress to reduce 
or eliminate foreign goods they can bring home 
duty free and put a heavy tax on the trips. 
Such measures will reduce foreign travel. 
A majority of Americans want to be patriotic 
and serve their country but most of them know 
that the biggest offender in spending abroad is 
the United States government. Until the govern­ 
ment shows more of a disposition to help itself, 
the President cannot effectively appeal for vol­ 
untary help from his fellow countrymen. 
Americans may be expected to show the same 
resistance to the appeal to abandon foreign travel 
which Congressman Wilbur Mills of Arkansas, 
chairman of the house ways and means commit­ 
tee, has taken to the President's tax increase 
request. 
In effect both the American people and Mills 
will demand evidence of good faith. Mills insists 
that the President first show good faith by cutting 
federal expenditures substantially. 
As things stand President Johnson is giving weak 
leadership and providing a poor example to assure 
success for either of these proposals.

He sought to 
counter any effort to devalue the dollar by urging 
Americans to travel only in the western hemi­ 
sphere and by taking other measures to restrain 
the flow of gold from those shores and improve 
this country's balanceof payments in international 
trade. 
He did not agree to reduce federal spending suf­ 
ficiently to persuade congress to accept his tax 
increase proposal. 
As this country enters 1968, despite President 
Johnson's assurances, the rosy glow from a con­ 
tinuing boom and the expansive pronouncements of 
a presidential election year, just about every 
American knows that there is a limit to federai 
government spending. 
They haven't been confronted by any evidence 
of this in any other year since the Great Depres­ 
sion of the thirties. 
Guns and better may be possible for awhile 
longer but not without tight money, higher inter­ 
est rates and other painful side effects. 
While the need for caution and restraint may 
not be pleasant it is just as well that the Ameri­ 
can people, who rule in this country, make their 
decisions in 1968 on the basis of reality instead 
of fantasy.

Footloose Americans are being told by their 
government that it is a patriotic duty to spend 
their tourist dollars on this side of the Atlantic 
for a couple of years. 
Better still, they should 
invite Cousin Karl or Aunt Suzette from abroad. 
But Americans, while experienced global trav­ 
elers, are unfamiliar with the role of interna­ 
tional hosts. 
President Johnson has called on his newly ap­ 
pointed (Nov. 16) lndustry-Government Special 
Travel Task Force to tell him within 90 days 
how best to lure foreigners here and accommodate 
them. The 19-member task force, headed by Rob­ 
ert M. McKinney of Santa Fe, N. M., will receive 
the red carpet treatment at its first meeting, 
Thursday, Jan. ll, in Washington.

Secretary Henry H. Fowler and Commerce Sec­ 
retary' Alexander B. Trowbridge will attend. 
The United States Travel Service has been at 
work since 1961 touting America around the 
world as a vacation land, and claims modest suc­ 
cess. Some 1,163,000 visitors came to the United 
States in 1966, a gain of 11.8 per cent over the 
previous year. 
(Iq contrast almost 3 milUon 
Americans went abroad in 1966.) But the Travel 
Service found that an American holiday is pro­ 
hibitively expensive for most Europeans. And a 
survey conducted in France concluded “ the U.S.A. 
is viewed less in term s of a vacationland than as 
a civilization to be observed and studied.” 
Washington officials are unceiwaui whether tile 
task force will also help draft legislation aimed at 
reducing American travel overseas. Without re­ 
vealing details, President Johnson told a New 
Y ear's Day news conference in Texas that such 
legislation was in mind. 
There is speculation 
that Congress will be asked to tax each tourist 
leaving the country by $100 or so. The adminis­ 
tration advanced that idea in 1965 but withdrew 
it under fire. Instead it lowered the sum of duty­ 
free goods that could be brought back home.

States Fail to Cope with 
Ailing 'Medicaid' Program

WASHINGTON (NEAi 
Leaders in the 50 states often moan that they cannot do a 
better job of fulfilling state government responsibilities be­ 
muse the federal government soaks up tne key money 
sources Rut only a handful of states make that argument 
sound convincing When Medicare was established under 
Social Security. Congress deliberately left to the states the 
problem of caring for the "medically indigent ’—those aged 
folk w ho could not qualify for Medicare because they lacked 
the work qualifications under Social Security. 
In pre Medicare days. this was known as the Kerr-Mills 
program and it involved substantial state contributions. To* 
clay it is called “Medicaid.” except in a few places like Cali­ 
fornia 
Hut after all this time only 31 of the 50 states have au­ 
thorizing Medicaid legislation on their hooks, and several 
of these have hardly gone beyond that

They simply will demand that every state which attempts 
to carrv out such a program must offer the “medically in­ 
digent’' some hospital benefits, some nursing-home care, 
some X ray and other laboratory services, and some cover­ 
age of doctor bills. 
State laws presently on the books are an incredible hodge­ 
podge. and they are likely to be in considerable confusion in 
the next two years Some states have dragged their feet so 
long that they seem to be offering Washington an open in- 
x datum to move into yet another field of activity. 
In the operation of the Social Security system itself, there 
has been other opportunity to watch the states perform. And, 
again, many have not distinguished themselves. 
Because Social Security rn its beginning years inevitably 
affected so many elderly people who could not get reasonable 
full benefits at retirement (they had a limited earnings and 
work record until Social Security), large numbers got further 
help from old age assistance ” (This is welfare-type aid with 
major support from state contributions.) 
As Social Security has matured and improved its benefit 
levels and other features, however, the states have been in 
no t ush to act in related fields «like Medicaid! where respon­ 
sible performance might in the future keep Washington out. 
They have instead proved only too eager, in many cases, to 
cut back their own efforts and try to shed the problem al­ 
together 
Social Security officials speak with some pride over the 
tact that the percentage of the older population getting old 
age assistance has dropped from 22 to ll per cent and may 
Noon fall to 5 per cent Without the enlargements and other 
changes in Social Security, the burden of old age relief pro­ 
grams would fall much more heavily upon the states. 
Yet some states act so bluntly to unload this expense that 
the net effect of their action rn response to higher Social 
Security benefit levels is to leave the marginally poor among 
the aged no better off for the changes. 
If the states are really anxious to keep the federal govern­ 
ment from handling more and more of this and other prob­ 
lems, they have a funny way of showing it.
